Her genius and power as an actress and excep- 
tional beauty of her voice brought her great fame. Her greatest triumph was 
probably her interpretation of Marguerite Gautier in La Dame aux Camélias 
after she had seen Bernhardt in the part at Turin. Her Magda, in the opinion 
of Sudermann the author, was never surpassed. Coquelin said of her: “No one 
draws from humanity as she does; she is passionately beautiful and great.’ She 
died in America, and was buried near her home in Asolo.
